What Shall the Legislature now dol' 
The Louisville Journal of yesterday an 
Bwers the above question as follows : 

In our judgment, the people of Kentucky 
have answered this question in advance, and 
the answer, expressed in every conceivable 
form of popular expression, and, finally, 
clinched by the glorious vote of Saturday, is 
Arm Kentucky, efficientt-y hut uiiiHT- 

FUI.LY A.\D FAIRLY, W ITII THE CLEAR DECLAR- 
ATION' THAT THE ARMING IS NOT FOR OF- 
FENSE AGAINST EITHER THE GOVERNMENT 
OR THE SECEDING STATES, BUT PURELY FOR 
DEFENSE AGAINST WHATEVER POWER SETS 
HOSTILE FOOT UPON THE ACTUAL SOIL OT" 

THE Commonwealth. In other words, the 
Legislature, according to the manifest will of 
the people, should declare the neutrality of 
Kentu<'!;v in this unnatural and accursed war 
of brothers, and equip the State for the suc- 
cessful maintenance of her position at all 
hazards. And when the Legislature shall 
have done this, it may, in our opinion, wisely 
adjourn, leaving the cause of peace and of 
constitutional government, so far as Kentucky 
is concerned, in the hands of the Twelve Me- 
diators whom the people of the Common- 
wealth have just chosen expressly for that 
high custodianship. This, it seems to us, as 
it plainly seems to the people at large, is 
wliat tho'Legislature should now do. 

"What is the real significance of this pro- 
posal of "leaving the cause of peace and of 
constitutional government, so far as Ken- 
tucky is concerned, in the hands of the 
Twelve Mediators, whom the people of the 
Commonwealth have just chosen expressly 
for that high custodianship ? " Is it a threat of 
revolutionizing the State government of 
Kentucky ? It may not have that aim ; 
but at first blush many readers might so con- 
strue it. For though it only proposes to leave 
the "cause of peace and constitutional gov- 
ernment" in thehands of the " Twelve 5Iedia- 
tors, ' plain minds may be puzzled to com- 
prehend how "peace and constitutional gov- 
erment ' can ba maintained, except by the co- 
operative action of the constituted authorities 
— the Executive and Legislative Depart- 
ments. Is it proposed that, after provision 
for arming the State shall have been made, 
the Executive and Legislative Departments 
shall abdicate and leave the government in 
the hands of a Diioderemvirate, as Rome was 
once put in the hands of the Decemeirs'! 

Our understanding of the law under which 
twelve delegates have been elected to attend a 
Convention of slavcholding States not hav- 
ing passed secession ordinances, is, that they 
can exercise no legal functions whatever, ex- 
cept in case of being met by "delegates from 
the States aforesaid." Can any other con- 
struction he given to the act? And we ap- 
prehend that Kentucky will bo met by not 
one of "the States aforesaid," and therefore 
the action of the "Twelve Mediators," in 
maintaining peace and constitutional govern- 
ment in Kentucky, will be properly confined 
to the exercise of that moral influence, which, 
as good citizens, they are bound to throw into 
the scale, in supporting the existing constitu- 
tional authorities of the State. 



Thf. Legislature. — The Reporter's De- 
partment will, during the session, give the 
reader a full record of all proceedings. In 
obedience to the Governor's proclamation, the 
members of both Houses assembled at 12. 
o'clock yesterday, when the presiding officers 
called them to order. Mr. Speaker Meri- 
wether, on calling to order, remarked, in sub- 
stance, that if the House desired a new pre- 
siding oflicer, he would interpose no obstacle 
to the choice of anew one. After a fervent 
prayer by Rev. Mr. Abbett, praying Al- 
mighty God to stay the progress of civil war 
in the land, and invoking His continued 
guardianship over the country, on the roll 
being called and a quorum not being present, 
the House adjourned. 

"The Senate learning that a quorum had not 
appeared in the House, also adjourned till to- 
day, when, it is hoped, both Houses will 
bo prepared to receive the Governor's mes- 
sage and proceed to business. 

The Border Convention Election. — 
The Union Democracy had it all their own 
way in the election of last Saturday for dele- 
gates to the Border State Convention, the 
States Bights ticket having been withdrawn. 
It was nonsense to hold such an election after 
it was clearly ascertained that the Conven- 
tion, contemplated by the act of our Legisla- 
ture, could not be held, and the whole thing 
was an empty bubble. "Wo could not trifle 
with the country by participation in such a 
needless act. The Courier reports that while 
3000 voters did not attend the polls, yet that 
the party that did attend recorded more votes 
than there are in both parties. Ditto at 
Maysville. Comment would be superfluous. 

US' The Governors of Ohio and Indiana 
refuse to co-operate with the Governor of 
Kentucky as mediators between the Northern 
and Southern belligerents; but with charming 
7inivetc propose to co-operate in an embassy 
to induce the Confederate States to return to 
their allegiance to the old Union, now ren- 
dered a mockery under the rule of Lincoln. 
"Well, when will Governors Morton and Den- 
nison set out with Gov. Magolfin for Mont- 
gomery, to urge President Davis to go to 
"\Va.shington and humble him-sclf at the foot 
"f Lincoln'? 



Unity of Our People. 

In this awful crisis of public aflairs, stand- 
ing' as Kentucky does on the very edge of 
perilous calamities, all her sons, no matter of 
what political antecedents, should consider 
conscientiously their solemn duties to the 
Commonwealth and to each other. For our- 
selves, whatever may be the final posture as- 
sumed by our native State, which we love 
with the fondness of a babe clinging to its 
mother's breast, we have long ago resolved it 
to be our duty loyally to acquiesce in herdecis- 
ion as to her external relations. We hold 
this to be the duty of every true citizen ; and 
none can disobey without disloyalty. So re- 
garding the matter, how greatly important 
that we should all so shape our conduct as to 
be prepared in perfect good faith to maintain 
the poiiition the State may finally take, what- 
ever t^at may be, with patriotic heroism. AVo 
are all admirers of the FedeVal Constitution 
and the Union based thereon. 'We all desire 
harmony, concord, fraternity, comity — the 
underlying supports of Union. "We all would 
rejoice to see all these restored between tlie 
States and peaceandprosperty smiling over our 
once blessed but now stricken land. AVe agree 
as to the blessings of a Union faithfully car- 
ried on as the fathers who framed the Consti- 
tution designed it should be; we all deplore 
its rupture; and all would rejoice at a perfect 
restoration and reconciliation. But we differ 
somewhat — wo speak of the States Rights and 
LTnion Democracy parties — as to the mode of 
attaining the end earnestly desired by all. It is 
well to discuss these differences thoroughly;

Of Iho honest 
sincerity, of the earnest patriotism, of many 
with whom we differ, we have as firm a eonvic- 
tion as we have of our own. Let us conduct 
the high debate under a high sense of honor 
and a solemn sense of our duties and respon- 
sibilities; so that, no matter what conclusions 
may be finally reached, all can unite with 
hearty good will in sustaining it. As Kcn- 
tuckians, we must, in the end, be a unit — 
wo must stand or fall together — for the motto 
of our State seal is an expression of true wis- 
dom — "United, wo ,«tand; divided, we fall."

I was a whole-souled Union man until Lin- 
coln, before wliose treachery that of Arnold I 
pales into insignificance, inaugurated this war 
upon us, and now I am for Virginia now and 
forever. I hope that Kentucky, the glorious 
daughter of the Old Dominion, will bo with 
us in our hour of need.

The 
I'nion sentiment in this portion of A''irgirria

It is in the same 
spirit of the letters to our Governor by the 
Governors of Indiana and Ohio — ignoring us 
as neutrals : 

Neutrality. 

The most mischievous traitors the govern- 
ment bas had to deal with in its preparations 
to put down the rebellion aro those pretended 
lovers of the Union who set up in the Iwrder 
slave States a preposterous claim to " neu- 
trality. " 

Neutrality is the state of a nation which 
takes no part in a war existing between other 
nations. In. a war between England and 
France the United States might, w'itb perfect 
propriety, claim and hold the position of neu- 
trals. But when the lawful and constitution- 
al government of a nation calls upon the 
people to defend it against the assaults of a 
band of mutinous rebels, there can be no such 
thing as neutrality on the part of any man or 
body of men in the nation. Those who are 
not for the flag are against it. Those who do 
not enpport the government aro either open 
rebels or secret traitors. 

Moreover, in the pre.sent issue, when the 
Governors of Kentucky and ^Maryland claim 
to hold their States neutral, they simply seek 
to establish, in a new and more dangerous 
manner, the very position already occupied 
by those in open rebellion against the Union; 
that tho States of this Union are individual 
and independent nations, and may act at will 
in a national capacity. It is to put down 
forever this pernicious and destructive heresy, 
the danger of which has been pointed out by 
everv great statesman, from AVashington to 
the present time, that the government now 
calls upon the nation to arm against the mu- 
tineers. 

AV'hen these' Governors proclaim neutrality 
they place themselves upon tho same ground 
with Davis and his fellow-traitors. For if 
Kentucky may remain neutral, she may se- 
cede. If the government were to permit hor 
to assume this position, it would, in fact, per- 
mit her secession from the Union. i 

AVe are engaged in a contest with a band 
of armed traitors, who are striving to subvert 
the lawful, constitutional government of this 
nation, and substitute in its place ar. irrespon- 
sible military despotism. The nation is arm- 
ing to resist a set of men who conspired against 
its liberties while some of them held high 
places in the national government, who are 
now in rebellion against the people, and whose 
boast it is that they will destroy our Union 
and humble our flag in the dirt. In such a 
case there can be no " neutrality.'' The state 
or the individual who, on any pretence, re- 
fuses to obey the lawful and constitutional de- 
mands of the government, is a rebel against 
" the supreme law of the land." 

But all the facts show thatthistalkof " neu- 
trality " is tho shallowest pretence for giving 
aid to rebellion without incurring tho risk of 
a traitors doom. Governor Magoffin refuses 
with an insult the requisition of the Presi- 
dent for men to defend the Union. But he 
looks on complacently while traitors, to the 
number, as reported, of several thousand, arm 
themselves with the arms supplicil by the 
national government to theStateof Kentucky, 
organize themselves into regiments, and 
inarch out of the State to the rebel camp, with 
the flag of treason flying at their head. If 
Ke!itucky had really the right to remain neu- 
tral, the fact that such an act as this was 
doiK! without the Governor's interference, 
would deprive her at once of the protection 
which neutrals in w.ar enjoy only on condi- 
tion of faithfully abstaining frora aid to cither 
side. 

If a strong and vigorous young man should 
see a ruffian murdering his oldest and kindest 
friend, and should stand still with his hands 
in his pockets, on the ridiculous pretence that 
be did not want to disturb the peace by de- 
fending his friend, he would earn the con- 
tempt of every true-hearted man and woman 
in the wide world. But if he should, still with 
his Jiands in his pockets, stretch out his foot 
to trip up the heels of his struggling friend, 
and precipitate him upon tho knife of the 
bullv, he would be hung as a much more ex- 
i cralile villain than even the ruffian whose 
knife he had so well aided. But this is the 
position into which Governor Magoflin is 
trying to force the loyal people of Kentucky, 
whose proud motto, " United, we stand ; di- 
vided, we fall," is the watch-word to-day, 
and for all time, of every loyal heart in 
tho country. 

Arms in the South. 

The erroneous opinion seems prevalent in 
some quarters that tho South is totally desti- 
tute of arms and ammunition for her defense, 
and such a statement has actually been urged 
as a sufficient argument against tho blow 
which she has recently struck for her inde- 
pendence.

Tho grand total thus amounts to 707,000 
stand of arms, besides 200,000 revolvers, 
which are said to be on hand at various 
points. AVe have not included in tho above 
the arms owned by tho States of Tennessee, 
Arkansas, Texas, Kentucky, Alaryland, and 
A'irginia, which will increase the number to 
at least 1,000,000. IJesides this, there are 
thought to be two millions of private arms, 
which will answer all practical purposes in 
case of invasion by the enemy. In face of 
the above figures, let no one deny that the 
South is sufiicicntly well armed to drive the 
last minion of Federal power from her soil, 
in any possible cmergencj'. — Memphis Ajtjieal.

Colonels, iwenty-five .Miijors, two hundred and fifty 
Captains, and five hundred first and second Lieuten- 
ants. This is exclusive of QuartTmasters. Paymas- 
ters, and other military acents. The increase iu the 
Kavy will be in proportion." 

AVe are hereafter to have a large standing 
army, organized, on the " grandest scale. ' 
The afl'ections of the people for their Govern- 
ment are no longer to be relied on.

Reign of Terror at Chical^o. 
From a long iettcr published in tho Louis- 
ville Courier, by Mr. Daniel R. Hundley, 
giving an account of his forced flight from 
the commercial metropolis of Illinois, the 
State whence that gallant Kentuckian, Co'. 
John S, AVilliams, of Cerro Gordo memory, 
has been driven, we subjoin an extract por- 
traying the ferocious spirit which actuates our 
beloved and loving brethren of a neighbor- 
ing Stato : 

I tread the soil of Kentucky onco more, 
but I come now as a refugee, fleeing from a 
Chicago Vigilance Committee, whose defec- 
tives 1 have managed to outwit and escape. 
And why is it. think you, 1 have rendered 
myself so obnoxious to the citizens of Chica- 

fo? I have done no man there any wrong; 
have insulted no man ; I have forborne "to 
express my sentiments in su< h a public man- 
ner as to oll'end tho dominant party : but / 
hnve espiiused the cause of the South, and 
hence this attempt on my life. Having tdten 
my family South sometime ago, I returned to 
Chicago simply for tho purpose of selling 
my property there, preparatory to bidding 
a final adieu to the North, and casting 
my lot with the citizens of the Confeder- 
ate States. I found the whoU; jieople crushed 
under a despotic reign of terror which 
never had a parallel before in this or any 
other free country. Reports of it have 
reached you here, but they do not f.ir- 
nish llie smallest conception of the terrible 
truth. Even Southern ladies, poor widows, 
incapablo of any harm, are threatened by 
anonymous letters and otherwise; and the 
sister-in-law of Dr. N. T. Rice, one of Ken- 
tucky's most popular divines, was publicly 
warned that she had better not express any 
symir.ilhy with the people of the South. 

I passed through Cairo a few minutes after 
the Baltic was stopped there, and had a sight 
ot tho Northern soldiers who committed the 
outrage. About two thirds of them were for- 
eigners, many of whom would have outshone 
Falstaft' s famous recruits for raggedness and 
filth. One impudent Dutchman imrticularl v 
attracted my attention, strutting about in a 
pair of white Turner pants, a black cotton 
velvet coat, red cap, and with an enormous 
sword dangling between his legs. It is into 
such hands that i/oMr President Lincoln has 
committed the keeping of the National honor! 

On the cars, on my way to Chicago, I fell 
in with ono of tho Chicago Zouaves, who 
boasted to me of the prowess displayed by 
his ragged regiment in bringing the Baltic to; 
and ho further said that the infamous Hes- 
sians had their muskets ready cocked, and 
could hardly be restrained by the officers 
in command from firing into the boat anv 
how, although it was crowded with women 
and children I As I advanced further North, 
matters rapidly grew worse, and I found bv 
the time I reached Chicago that it was as 
much as a man's, life was worth to speak a 
single word in behalf of the South. One 
man was driven out of the Stato because he 
declared the Southern soldiers to be braver 
than those from the North; and Gov. McCo- 
mi\<, of the Times, being threatened with a 
mob unle.-is be should advocate the policy of 
subjugating his native South, appealed in vain 
to tho Alayor to protect his office with a 
.squad of police, and, to save his life was 
forced, like the Cincinnati Enquirer, and 
all tho other leading Democratic presses of 
the North, to change front and go over bodv 
and soiil to the enemy. Indeed, the Bl.ack 
Republicans of the North are as rabid as mad 
dogs since the fall of Sumter, and are organ- 
izing A'igilanco Committees everywhere fo 
suppress freedom of speech and "to crush fuit 
treason.'' The Chicago A'igilants boblly 
threaten to drive all Kentuckians out of the 
city, unless they will swear by Lincoln and 
indorse his policy for subjugating the South. 
Tho public press there and all through the 
Nprth proclaim that the war has now begun, 
and that it shall not end until the South is 
wholly subjugated, and the ])eeuliar institution 
utterly destroyed. I know it is hard for vou, 
loyal citizens of Kentucky to believe that 
.these things aro true; but I, whoknow where- 
of I affirm, tell you th.at they are true. I tell 
you that there is no freedom of speech in the 
North, no freedom of the press, no freedom 
of any kind, but a perfect reign of terror and 
despotic sway of an ignorant and incapable 
military rabble. The miserable wretches who 
are allowed to give expression to public opin- 
ion are already declaring that thousands of 
innocent babes and helpless mothers will fall 
before the brutal negroes' midnight attack ; 
and, shame on our race ! these Northern gen- 
tlemen, these men who claim to be Christians, 
and whose positions as ministers of the Gos- 
pel, as legislators, and as editors, are potent 
for good or evil, unblushingly declare tliat so 
unholy aconsummation is by them excused and 
even devoutly prayed for!

TX;HKr.l-:.\S bythc ed section of the 4th artWo 
»» of the J.'d chapter of the Itcvi.sed Statutesof 
l\entucky. It is provided that " should there ben 
eaiu-d sc-'sion of Congress between the expiration of 
any t onsrey^ional term and the ensuing first Monday 
lu A uijust. the (iovcrnor may, by his proclamation, 
publKhcd in three newspapers printed in this State, 
cause an election of representatives in Congress to be 
h(-ld at an earlier day. if there aro thirty days be- 
tween the date of publication and the day soas.«ign- 
ed by him. And whereas, the I'resident of ihe 
Lnited States has issiled his proclamation convening 
Congress in e.\traordinary eession on the 4th day of 
July ne.xt: 

."low, therefore, I, liERIAll .MACOFFIN, Govern- 
or of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, do hereby 
order an election lo bohcldin the several Conces- 
sional districts of the State for representntivds in 
the Congress of the I nited Slates, in pursuance of the 
above recited act, on Ihe 20th day of June, 1861 : 
the mode of conducting the election and of making 
returns thereof to be governed in all re-pccts by the 
provisions ot Iho laws ol the Commonwealth in re- 
lation to elections.

MESSAGE OF THE PRESIDENT. 

To the Specinl AV»«ioi> <■/ the Congrein, <roHVened 
ut Jlontgonnn-y^ April -9f/t, IWil. 

Gentlkmej.- of the Congrkss: 

It is my pleasing duty to announce to yon 
that the 'Constitution framed for the estab- 
lishment of a permanent government for the 
Confederate States has been ratified by Con- 
ventions in each of those States to w hich it 
vas referred. To inauijurate the Govcrment 
in its full jn-oportions and upon its own sub- 
stiuitiul basis of tlie popular will, it only re- 
mains tlial elections should be held for the de- 
signation of the oflicers to administer it. 

'There is every reason to believe that at no 
distant day other States, identilied in political 
principles" and community of interests with 
those whiclfyou represent, will join this Con- 
federacv; givins; to its typical constellation in- 
d eased splendor — to its government of free, 
equal ami sovereign States a wider s])hore of 
usefulness — and to the friends of constitution- 
al liberty a greater security for its harmonious 
and perpetual existence. 

It was not, however, for the purpose of ma- 
king tliis announcement that I have deemed 
it mv duty to convoke you at an earlier day 
tlian that fixed by yourselves for the meeting. 
The declaration of war made against this 
Confederacy by Abraham Lincoln, the Presi- 
dent of the United States, in his proclamation 
issued on the fifteenth day of the present 
month, rendered it necessary, in my judg- 
ment, that you should convene at the earliest 
practicable moment, to devise the measures 
necessary for the defense of the country. 

The occivion is indeed an extr»ordinary 
one. It justifies me in a brief review of the 
relations heretofore existing between us and 
tlio States which now unite in warfare against 
us. and in a succinct statement of the events 
which have resulted in this warfare; to the 
etui that mankind may pass intelligent and 
impartial judgment on its motives and ob- 
jects. 

During the war waged against Great Britain 
by her colonies on this continent, a common 
danger impelled them to a close alliance, and 
to tile formation of a Confederation, by the 
»rms of which the colonies, styling thcm- 
s.'lvcs States, entered " Mvernlli/ into a firm 
leagiu' of friendship with each other for their 
common defense, the security of their lilwrtics, 
and their mutual and general welfare, binding 
themselves to assist each other against all force 
offered to, or attacks made upon them, or any 
of them, on account of religion, sovereignty, 
trade,'or any other pretense whatever." 

In order to guard against any misconstruc- 
tion of their compact, the several .States made 
explicit declaration, in a distinct article, that 
^' rjirl, state rrlains its sovereignty, freedom 
and independence, and every power, jurisdic- 
tion and right which is not, by this Confede- 
ration, fj-flresxl 1/ drIrriiifeU to lha United States 
in ('ongress assembled. ' 

I'nder this contract of alliance, the war 
of the revolution was successfully waged, and 
resulted in the treaty of peace with Great 
Britain in 1783, J>y the terms of which the 
several States were, each by name, recognized i 
to be independent. 

The Articles of Confederation contained a | 
clause whereby all alterations were prohibit- 
ed, unless confirmed by the Legislature of 
ci'eri/ Slate, after being agreed to by Congress; 
and in obedience to this provision under the ' 
resolution of Congress of the 2lst Febru- 
ary, 178i^ the several States appointed dele- 1 
gates who attended a Convention "for the | 
sole and e.epre,in purpose o( revising the Ar- j 
tides of Ctmfederation, and reporting to Con- 
gress and the several Legislatures, such alter- 
ations and provisions therein as shall, when j 
agreed to in Congress, ar.d eo»lirinf.d hy ihe , 
.Stafes, render the Federal Constitution ade- ; 
quate to the exigencies of government and the j 
preservation of the Union." 

It was, by the delegates chosen, by the 
sereral Sin^M under the resolution just quoted, 
that the Constitution of the United States was 
framed in 17H7, and submitted to the several 1 
States for ratification, as shown by the 7th 
article, which is in these words : 

'■The ratification of the Conventions of nine] 
States shall b« suflieieut for the establishment i 
of this Constitution between the States, so 
ratifying the same." ; 

I liave italicised certain words in the quota- 
tions just made, for the purpose of attracting 
attention to the singular and marked caution 
with which the States endeavored, in svery ^ 
possible form, to exclude the idea that the 
separate and independent sovereignty of each j 
Stat« was merged into one common Govern- 
ment and nation ; and the earnest desire they ; 
evinced to impress on the Constitution in its 
true character — that of a compaet between in- 
dependent States. j 
The Constitution of 1787 having, however, 
omitted the clause already recited from the 
Articles of Confederation, which provided in 
explicit terms, that each State retained its 
sovereignty and independence, some alarm 
was felt in the States when invited to ratify 
the Constitution, lest this omission should be 
construed into an abandonment of their cher- 
ished principle, and they refused to be satis- 
fied until amendments were added totheCon- 
stitution, placing beyond any pretense of 
doubt, the reservation by the States, of all 
their sovereign rights and powers — not cx- 
}ircssly delegated to the United States by the 
Constitution. 

.Strange, indeed, must it appear to the im- 
p-'Udal observer, but it is none the less true, 
tliat all these carefully worde<l clauses proved 
unavailing to prevent the rise and growth in 
the Northern .States of a political school which 
has persistently claimed that the government ; 
thus formed was not a compact between Stafes, ' 
but was in fact a national government, setup 
ahore and oeer the States. An organization, 
created by the States to secure the blessings 
of liberty "and independence against foreign 
aggression, has been gradmilly perverted in- 
to a machine for their control in their domes- 
tic alliiirs ; the creature has been exalted 
above its c)'™/tir.«; the principals havebe(n 
made subordinate to the a^eni appointed by 
themselves. 

The people of the Southern States, whose 
almost exclusive occupation was agriculture, 
early perceived a tendency in the Northern 
States to render the common governnu'tit 
subservient to theirown purposes, by imposing 
burthens on commerce as a prot«ction to their 
jnanufac'turing and shipping interests. Long 
and angry controversy grew out of the.se at- 
tempts, often successful, to benefit one section 
of the country at tlie expense of the other, 
and the danger of disruption arising from this 
cause, was enhanced by the fact that the North- 
ern population was increasing by immigra- 
tion and other causes in a greater ratio t1ian 
the population of the South. By degrees, as 
the Northern States gained preponderance in 
the National Congress, self-interest taught 
their people to yield re.ady assent to any 
plausible advocacy of their right as a m.ijority 
to govern the minority without control: they 
learned to listen with impatience to the sug- 
gestion of any constitutional impediment to 
tlie exercise of their will; and so utterly have 
the principles of the Constitution been cor- 
rupted in the Northern mind, that in the in- 
augural address delivered by President Lin- 
coln in March last, he asserts as an axiom 
which he plainlv deems to be undeniable, that 
tlie theory of the Constitution require that 
in all case's the majority shall govern; and in 
another memorable instance, the same Chief 
Ma-'istrate did not hesitate to liken the rela- 
" 'between a State and the United States 
t.) tlio«e which exfst between a county and the 
State in which it is situated. This is the la- 
mentable and fundamental error on which 
re^ts the liolicy that has culminated in his 
decl.'iration of war against these Confederate 
States. ^_ 



In addition to the long continued and deep 
seated sentiment felt by the Southern States 
at the persistent abuse of the powers they had 
delegated to the Congress, for the purpose of 
enriching the manufacturing and shipping 
classes of the North at the (■xpense of the 
South, there has existed for nearly half a cen- 
tury another subject of discord, involving in- 
terests of such transcendent magnitude, as at 
all times to create the apprehension in the 
minds of many devoted lovers of the Union, 
that its permanence was impossible. 

M'hen the several States delegated certain 
powers to the United .States Congress, a large 
portion of the laboring population consisted 
of African slaves imported into the colonies 
by the mother country. In twelve out of 
thirteen States, negro slavery existed, and the 
right of property in slaves was protected by 
law. This property was recognized in the 
Constitution, and provision was made against 
its loss by the escape of the slave. The in- 
crease in the number of slaves by further im- 
portation from Africa was also secured by a 
clause forbidding Congress to prohibit the 
slave trade anterior to a certain date: and in 
no clause can there be found any delegation 
of power to the Congres.s authorizing it in any 
martner to legislate to the prejudice, detri- 
ment, or discouragement of the owners of 
that species of property, or excluding it from 
the protection of the government. 

Tlie climate and soil of the Northern States 
soon proved unpro(iitious to the continuance 
of slave labor, while the converse wa^ the 
case at the South. Under the unrestricted 
free intercourse between the two sections, the 
Northern States consulted their own interest 
by selling their slaves to the .South, and pro- 
hibiting slavery within their lituits. The 
.South were willing purchasers of a pro])erty 
suitable to their wants, and paid the price of 
the acquisition without luirboring a suspicion 
that their quiet possession was to be disturbed 
by those who were inhibited, not only by 
want of Constitutional authority, but by good 
faith as vendors, from disquieting a title em- 
anating from themselves. 

As soon, however, as the Northern Slates 
that prohibited African slavery within 
their limits had reached a number sufficient to 
give their representation a controlling voice 
in the Congress, a persistent and organized 
svstcm of hostile measures against the rights 
of the owners of slaves in the Southern .States 
was inaugurated and gradually extended. A 
continuous series of measures was devised and 
prosecuted, for the purpoie of rendering inse- 
cure the tenure of property in slaves: fanati- 
cal organizations, supplied with money by 
voluntary subscriptions, were assiduously en- 
gaged in exciting amongst the slaves a spirit 
of discontent and revolt; means were fur- 
nished for their escape from their owners, and 
agents secretly employed to entice them to 
abscond ; the constitutional provision for their 
rendition to their owners was first ev.aded, 
then openly denounced as a violation of con- 
scientious oblii;;ition and religious duty; men 
were taught that it was u merit to elude, diso- 
be)', and violently oppose the execution of the 
laws enacted to secure the psrformance of the 
promise contained in the constitutional com- 
pact; owners of slaves were mobbed, and 
even murdered in open day, solely for apply- 
ing to a magistrate for the arrest of a fugitive 
slave; the dogmas of these voluntary organiza- 
tions soon obtained control of the Legislatures 
of many of the Northern States, and laws were 
passed providing for the punishment, by ru- 
inous fines and long-continued imprisonment 
in jails and penitentiaries, of citizens of the 
Southern States, who should dare to ask aid of | 
the ofticers of the law for the recovery of their 
property. Kniboldened by success, the thea- ! 
ter of agitation and aggression against the | 
elearly-expres.sed constitutional rights of the ' 
Southern States was transferri'd to the Con- ! 
grcss; Senators and Rrepresentatives were 
sent to the common councils of the nation, ! 
whose chief title to this distinction consisted • 
in the display of a spirit of ultra fanaticism, | 
and whose business was not "to promote the ; 
general welfare or to insure domestic tran- 
quility. ' but to awaken the bitterest hatred 
against the citizens of sister States by violent 
denunciation of their institutions; the trans- 
action of public afl'airs was impeded by re- 
peated efforts to usurp powers not delegated 
by the Constitution, for the purpose of im- 
pairing the security of properly in slaves, and 
reducing those States which held slaves to a 
condition of inferiority. Finally a great par- 
ty was organized for the purpose of obtaining 
the administration of the government, with 
the avowed object of using its power for the 
total exclusion of the slave States from all 
participation in the benefits of the public do- 
main, ac(|uired by all the States in common, 
whether by conquest or purchase ; of sur- 
rounding them entirely by States in which 
slavery should bo prohibited: of thus render- 
ing the property in slaves so insecure as to be 
comparatively worthless, and thereby annihi- 
lating in effect property worth thousands of 
millions of dollars. This party, thus organ- 
ized, succeeded, in the month of November 
last, in the election of its candidate for the 
presidency of the United States. 

In the meantime, under the mild and genial 
climate of the Southern States, and the in- 
creasing care and attention for the well-being i 
and comfort of the laboring class, dictated ' 
alike by interest and humanity, the Afri- 1 
can shivcs had augmented in number I 
from about 600,000, at the date of the 
adoption of the constitutional compact, to up- 
wards of 4,000.000. In moral and social con- 
dition, they h.id been elevated from brutal 
savages into dociie, intelligent, and civilized 
agricultural laborers, and supplied not only 
with bodily comforts but with careful religious 
instruction. Under the supervision of a su- 
perior race, their labor had been so directed 
as not only to allow a gradual and marked 
amelioration of their own condition, but to 
convert hundreds of thousands of square miles 
of the wilderness intocultivated lands, covered 
with a prosperous peopli"; towns and cities had 
sprung intoexistenci', and had rapidly increased 
in wealth and population under the so.-ial sys- 
tem of the South ; the white population of the 
Southern slaveholding States had augmented 
from about l,2.jO,OlM) at the date of the adop- 
tion of the Constitution, to more than 
8,.50O,O00 in 18t;0; and the productions of 
the South in cotton, rice, sugar, and tobacco, 
for the-fuU development and continuance of 
which, the labor of African slaves was, and 
is, indispensable, had swollen to an amount 
which formed nearly three-fourths of the ex- 
ports of the whole United States, and had bo- 
come absolutelj' necessary to the wants of 
civilized man. 

With interests of such overwhelming 
magnitude imperiled, tKe people of the South- 
ern States were driven by the conduct 
of the North to the adoption of some course 
of action to avert the danger with which 
they were oiienly menaced. W'ith this 
view, the Legislatures of the several States 
invited the jieoplo to select delegates to 
Conventions to bo held for the purpose of 
determining for themselves what measures 
were best ailaptod to meet so alarming a crisis 
in their history. 

Here it may be proper to observe that from 
a period as early as 17'.)8 tlrcre had existed in 
allof the States of the Union a party, almost 
uninterruptedly in the majority, based upon 
the creed that each State was, in the last re- 
sort, the sole judge as well of its wrongs as 
of the mode and measure of redress. Indeed, 
it is obvious that under the law of nations 
this princi])le is an axiom as applied to the 
relations of independent sovereign States, 
such as those which had united themselves 
under the constitutional compact. The Dem- 
ocratic party of the United States repeated 
in its successful canvass in 185G the declara- 
tion made in numerous previous political con- 
t(;sts, that it would •' faithfully abide by and 
uphold the jirinciples laid down in the Ken- 
lucky and Virgiuia, resolutions of 17'JS, and 



in the report of Mr. Jfadison to the Virginia 
Legislature in 17y'.»; and that it adopts those 
principles as constituting one of the main 
foundations of its political creed." 

The principles thus emphatically announced 
embrace that to which 1 have already advert- 
ed, the right of each State to judge of, and 
redress the wrongs of which it complains. 
These principles were maintained by over- 
whelming majorities of the people of all 
the States of the Union at ditl'erent elections, 
especially in the election of Mr. Jefferson in 
I. SO.'), Mr". Madison in 1809, and Mr. Pierce 
in 180->. 

In the exercise of a right so ancient, so well 
established, and so necessary for self-preser- 
vation, the people of the Confederate States 
in their Conventions, determined that the 
wrongs which they had suffered, and the evils 
with which they were menaced, required that 
they should revoke the delegation of powers 
to the Federal Government which they had 
ratified in their several Conventions. They 
coiiscipiently passed ordinances resuming all 
their rights as sovereign and independent 
States, and dissolved their connection with 
the other .Sta^^ of the Union. 

Having done this, they proceeded to form a 
lyi'W ^compact amongst tlietnielves, by new 
Articles of Confederation, which have been 
also ratified by the Conventions of the sever- 
al States with an approach to unanimity far 
exceeding that of the Conventions which 
adopted the Constitution of 1787. They have 
organized their new government in all its de- 
partments; the functions of the Executive; 
Legislative, and Judicial Magistrates are per- 
formed in accordance with the will of the 
people as displayed, not merely in a cheerful 
acquiescence, but in th enthusiastic support 
of the government thus >stablished by them- 
selves; and but for the interference of the 
govef-nment of the I'nited States in ^is le- 
gitimate exercise of the right of a people to 
self-government, peace, happiness, and pros- 
perity would smile on our land. 

Tiiat peace is ardently desired by this Gov- 
ernment and people, has been manifested in 
every possible form. .Sc "ce bad you assem- 
bled ill February last, when, prior even to the 
inauguration of the Chief Magistrate you 
had elected, you passed a resolution cxjires- 
sive of your desire for tbe appointment of 
commissioners to be sent t' the Government 
of the United .St;ites "for the purpose of ne- 
gotiating friendly relations between that Gov- 
ernment and the Confederate States of Amer- 
ica, and for the settlement of all questions of 
disagreement between the two Governments 
upon Jirinciples of right, justice, equity, and 
g<iod faith." 

It was my pleasure, as well as my duty, to 
co-operate with you in this work of peace. 
Indeed, in my address to you on taking the 
oath of office, and before receiving from you 
the communication of this resolution, I had 
said, "as a necessity, not a choice, we have re- 
sorted to the remedy of separation, and 
henceforth our energies must be directed to 
the conduct of our own affairs and the perpe- 
tuity of the Confederacy which we have 
formed. If a just perception of mutual in- 
terest shall permit us jieaceably to pursue our 
.separate political career, my most earnest de- 
sire will have been fulfilled." 

It was in furtherance of these accordant 
views of the Congress and the Kxecutive, 
that I made choice of three discreet, able, 
and distinguished citizens, who repaired to 
"Washington. Aided by their cordial co-op- 
eration, and that of the Secretary of State, 
everv effort compatible with self-respect, and 
the dignity of the Confederacy, was exhaust- 
ed bef^^ro I allowed myself to yield to the 
conviction that the Government of the Uni- 
ted States was determined to attempt the 
conquest of this people, and that ourcherished 
hopes of peace were unattainable. 

On the arrival of our commissioners in 
"Washington, on the 5th Mar<'h, they posU 
poned. at the sugcestion of a friendly inter- 
mediary, doing more than giving informal 
notice of their arrival. This was done with 
a view to atford time to the President who 
had ju-t been inaugurated, for the discharge of 
other pressing offu ial duties in the organiza- 
tion of his administration, before engaging 
his attention in the object of their mission. 
It was not until the 12th of the month that 
they officially addressed the Secretary of 
State, informing him of the pur|)0se of their 
arrival, and stating in the language of their 
instructions' their wish '-to make to the gov- 
ernment of the United States overtures for 
the opening of negotiations, assuring the gov- 
ernment of the United States, that the Pres- 
ident, Congress and people of the Confed- 
erate .States, earnestly desire a peaceful solu- 
tion of these great questions; that it is neither 
their interest nor their wish to make any de- 
mand which is not founded on strictest jus- 
tice, nor do any act to injure their lata con- 
federates. " 

To this communication no formal reply 
was received until the 8th of April. During 
the interval, the Commissioners had consent- 
ed to waive all questions of form. With the 
firm resolve to avoid war if possible, they 
went so far, even, as to hold, during that long 
period, unofficial intercourse, through an in- 
termediary, whose high position and charac- 
ter inspired the luqie of success, and through 
whom constant assurances were received from 
the Government of the United States, of 
peaceful intentions; of the determination to 
evacuate Fort Sumter; and further, that no 
measure, changing the existing status preju- 
dicially to the Confederate States, especially 
at Fort Pickens, was in contemplation, but 
that in the event of any change of intention 
on the subject, notice would be given to the 
Commissioners. The crooked paths of diplo- 
macy can scarcely furnish an example so 
wanting in courtesy, in candor, and direct- 
ness, as was the course of the United States 
Government towards our Commissioners in 
AVashington. For proof of this, I refer to 

the annexed documents marked , taken 

in connection with further facts which I now 
proceed to relate: 

Early in April the attention of the whole 
country, as well as that of our Commissioners, 
was attracted to extraordinary |ireparations 
for an extensive military and naval expedi- 
tion in New York and other Northern ports. 
These preparations, commenced in secrecy, 
for an expedition whose destination was con- 
cealed, only became known when nearly com- 
|)leted, and on the &th. fitli, and 7ih April, 
transports and vessels of war, with troops, 
munitions and military supplies, sailed from 
Northern ports bound Southwards. Alarmed 
by so extraordinary a demonstration, the 
Commissioners rei|uested the delivery of an 
answer to their official communication of the 
12th of March, and thereupon received, on 
the 8th April, a reply dated on the loth of 
the previous month, from which it appears 
that, during the whole interval, whilst the 
Commissioners were receiving assurances, cal- 
culated to inspire hope of the success of their 
mission, the Secretary of State and the Presi- 
dent of the United States had already deter- 
mined to hold no intercourse with them what- 
ever; to refuse even to listen to any proposals 
they had to make, and had profited by the de- 
lay created by their own assurances, in order 
to prepare secretly tlio means for efi'ectivc hos- 
tile operations.

A Herald dispatch says it is correctly be- 
lieved that the President will issue another 
proclamation to-day, Monday, announcing the 
intention of the Government to repossess the 
Federal property seized by the rebels, and 
deal summarily with all hereaftear found re- 
sisting its authority. Advanced posts are to be 
established within a circuit of 20 miles o( 
Washington, extending into Virginia, in or- 
der to protect the Agricultural districts sup- 
plying the Capital. The city of Washington 
is placed under severe martial law, and Lieut. 
Elwood appointed Provost. Martial law does 
not extend to eivillians though close supervis- 
ion on their movements.

General 
Scott has published a card begging correspon- 
dents to spare him, saying he has no office in 
his high gift, no power to accept volunteer 
corps or call, and has no time to answer let- 
ters.

Special dispatch from Baltimore to the 
Times says the Legislature re-assembled to- 
day. Secessionists, it is said, will not attempt 
to call a Convention, if they do, the Union 
men will insist that the question of Conven- 
tion, or no Convention, shall be referred to 
the people at election for delegates. A Bnlti- 
morean had an interview with General But- 
ler last night, who said Northern troops must 
march into Baltimore, and if they wore at- 
tacked from the houses, the houses would be 
blown up. i

From Washington. * 
Washington, May 4. { 

The Maryland Legislature, in their inter- 
view with the President this morning, admit- I 
ted both the right and the power of the Got- ' 
ornment to bring the troops through Balti- j 
more or the State, and to take any measures 
for the public safety which, in the disereticm I 
of the President, might be demanded cither | 
by actual or reasonably apprehended eti- \ 
gencies. 

They expressed their belief that no imme- 
diate effort of .se<;ession or resistance to the 
Federal authorities would be attempted by 
the Legislature or State authorities, and asked 
in this view that they should, as long as pos- 
sible, be spared the evils of a military occu- 
pation or a mere revengeful chastisement for 
former transgressions. 

The President replied that their sugges- 
tions and rcpri'sentations should be consider- 
ed, but that he would now say no more than 
that the public interest, and not a spirit of 
revenge, should actuate his measures. 

The New York Sixty-ninth regiment will 
forthwith be located in the neighborhood of 
Georgetown. 

The Governmenthas been officially advised 
that at the latest dates no Commissioners from 
the Confederate .States had presented them- 
selves at the French Court. 

The State Department has instructed the 
new Minister to Paris, Mr. Dayton, to ex- 
plicitly made known to the French Govern- 
ment that there is not now, nor has there 
been, nor will there be, any or tlie least idea 
existing in this Government, of suffering a dis- 
solution of the Union to take place in any 
way whatever.

He was once 
before capsized, and though nld and blind, 
held on to the bottom of the boat while two 
other persons were wafted off and drowned.

Affairs at Cairo — A Trne Statement — Commn- 
nication from Gen. Buckuer. 

IlEADviUARTEKS Kv. StATE GuARD, ") 

Louisville, May od, 1801. / 
To the Adjutant-General of Kentuehj : On 
the 29th ultimo, in conipany with Senator 
Johnson, of McCracken county, I called on 
the commanding officer of the military force 
now stationed at Cairo, 111. The object of 
our visit was to ascertain, in an official form, 
the authority under which that force acted, 
and the object of their occupying that station 
in reference to the citizens or to the State of 
Kentucky. 

I informed the commanding officer that 
our purpo.so was to maintain with our neigh- 
bors relations of the most cordial friendship, 
to abstain ourselves, from any acts, which 
might have even the appearance of an ag- 
gression on their rights, and to claim in re- 
turn an equal respect from them ; and that I 
desired to obtain from him such a.ssurances as 
would tend to quiet the excitement occasioned 
in Kentucky by the seizure and detension at 
Cairo of private property by an armed force 
under his command. I had previously, on 
the 19th of April, instructed the commander 
of the active militia in that section of Ken- 
tucky " to spare no exertions to prevent all 
lawless action, or action calculated to precipi- 
tate difficulties." 

In r'-ply to my inquiries, the commanding 
officer at Cairo stated that he was then acting, 
and had been acting, under the orders of the 
Governor of Illinois, but expected very soon to 
be acting under the authority of the United 
States; that he had mi.de no seizures of boats or 
property except underspecial instructions; that 
arms or ammunition belonging to the State of 
Kentucky, in passing from a United States 
arsenal, would not be seized under the instruc- 
tions under which he then acted. 

I asked if arms or ammunition, the prop- 
erty of citizens of Kentucky, and procured 
for their own use. would, under his instruc- 
tions, be seized or detained at Cairo ? Ho re- 
plied that they would not ; but qualified his 
reply by stating that it would depend upon 
the point to which they might be destined; if, 
for instance, they were destined to Columbus, 
in Kentucky, he would not permit such prop- 
erty to pass his point. He further qualified 
his answer by remarking that he wished to 
be fully understood, and that ' it would not 
be safe" for any large quantities of arms or 
ammunition, however destined, to pass his 
post. I a.«ked him, in reply, if I understood 
him to imply that the Governor of Illinois 
claimed the right to decide what citizens of 
■Kentucky should and what citizens should 
not he entitled to receive property which they 
had provided for their own use? 

He replied that no such claim was asserted: 
but that he would seize such arms on the 
principle of self-defense, claiming therisht to 
detain arms, which he had reason to think 
would I)C used against himself. I asked if 
there was any reason to believe that any hos- 
tile purpose was designed by the citizens of 
Columbus or its vicinity? He replied that 
he was satisfied such purpose was designed 
both by the citizens of Columbus and persons 
from other .States co-operating with them; — 
that his post had been threatened from that 
quarter, and that the citizens of that place had 
gone .so far as to threaten to prevent the trips 
of the steamer which connected that point 
with Cairo. I asked if he had notified the 
authorities of Kentucky of the hostile )>urpose 
of its citizens, or of the designs of the citi- 
zens of other .States, to use her territory for 
aggressive purposes? He replied that he had 
not. I suggested that such a course would be 
advisable lieforc adopting towards the citizens 
of Kentucky the policy which he indicated; 
that the policy of Kentucky was not to inter- 
meddle with the affairs of any of her neigh- 
bors; and that sh^ felt competent to prevent 
aggressions on her neighbors through her ter- 
ritory, if she were notified that such aggres- 
sion wa.s designed; and that she did not recog- 
nize the right of other parties to pass through 
her territories for the purpose of redressing 
their grievances against each other. He re- 
plied that the question of such a right would 
inv<ilve the discus.sion of many points. ^To 
which I replied that the questicm as between 
Kentucky and Illinois did not admit of argu- 
ment: that the citizens of Kentucky recog- 
nized no authority in the Governor of Illinois 
to invade the jurisdiction of Kentucky, or to 
interfere with the rights of her citizens. 

I further assured the officer in command 
that I would visit Columbus in order to as- 
certain the correctness of his information. 
My letter to Col, Prentiss, herewith inclosed, 
will show that he labored under an entire mis- 
apprehension of the facts. 

In conclusion, 1 asked Col. Prentiss if his 
instructions contemplated the occupancy by 
his forces of any part of the soil of Kentucky. 
To which he replied, unhesitatingly, that they 
did not.

Letter to Col. Prentiss. 

CoLUMiius, Ky., April P,0, 18G1. 
Sir: I have instituted proper inquiries at 
this poiqt in relation to the subject of our in- 
terview yesterday. I assured you thai I was 
of opinion that your information in reference 
to any aggressive purpose on your post or 
State from this point was incorrect. My in- 
quiries amongst the citizens and authorities 
confirm me in my opinion. No hostile pur- 
pose has been attempted or conceived at this 
point, or, as far as the citizens here know, by 
the people south of here, with a view of di- 
recting it through this point or any other part 
of Kentucky against any part of Illinois. 

Your information in reference to the pro- 
posed .stopping of the trips of the steamer 
Cheney, by the citizens of this place, is equally 
incorrect. Their indignation on that subject 
15 c^M|Kd entirely to what they regard as an 
un^^^Hzed detention of that steamer under 
tority at Cairo. It is to be regretted 
/'elt authorized, on such imperfect 
rnfornSVioij, to express tome your purpose to 
prevent the passage of any arms or ammuni- 
tion which the citizens of this place or vicini- 
ty might wish to provide for their own use. 
Under the circumstances, such an act, when 
no aggressive purpose is even meditated here, 
would not even find its justification in the plea 
of self-defense, which you urged, much less 
in law, justice, or that comity which should 
exist between neighboring States.
